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1„ The so-called Lignose plant in Gcboenabeck, Saxony, is one of the 

Soviet Zone’s ra,1or producers of cotssarcial-type explosives. The plant 
enr.-loys about 4200 persons of whom about 400 to 500 are white collar 
’workers. Most o? the production roes to the USSR or to Uismt A.G. 

The plant is under the strict supervision of the Soviet Control Comission. 
Svery two weeks a Soviet inspection team, headed hy a major, checks the 
records and stocks. The plant is headed hy one Paul Ffenprseh, a Communist 
fron dalle, who is assisted hy an engineer named Luther, as business manager, 
and another engineer, Richard Liebs, as production manager. 
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2. The riant produces various types o? commercial explosives. About 500 

workers in one section produce some 12 tons of conarite monthly; in another 
section 200 ijorkers on two shifts produce five tons of "Chloradit” per 
month. Two hundred and fifty workers on two shifts produce a product called 
TEI (probably trinitrotoluene) in unknown quantities. Another section rro- 
ducas enough nitroglycerin per weak to fill one railroad tank car. This sec- 
tion is scheduled to double its production. The bulk of 'heir output is 
used locally for the production of about 30 tons of blasting gelatins per 
month, most of which roes to Uisnut . The nitroglycerin not used locally 
is loaded on special rail tank cars and removed from th3 plant to an un- 
known destination. Gone R0 workers, in two shifts, produce about 30,000 
detonators per shift (15 million monthly), mostly for the USGR and Uianut . 
Considerable quantities of this product are stored locally in fireproof 
dugouts » Another section produces percussion caps chiefly of the tyre used 
in hunt ins rifles, snail bore arms (6 nillireter) and slaughterhouse ! car - 
bridges (4.5 and 5 nillineter). All but the latter go to the Soviet Union. 
Finally, the riant produces f;*ses and primeord. This section -Kirks accord- 
ing to the Stakhanov system in brigades 0 * 10 men. The number of workers 
and their production is unknown,

Klatt is a rabid Corminist; the two others are harmless In addition to the 
regular guards there is an alert unit (Beroitschaft) of 4G non stationed at 
the plant and a criminal police detail of three men. The latter work under 
cover in the plant and are rotated as soon as detected * Ivory employee is 
searched upon leaving the plant.. The factory is surrounded hy a double row 
of wire, Guarded by nine watchtouers equipped with searchlights* 
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
